to explain goals in new program

THE WORK OF THE San Diego County 
Ecumenical Conference will be brought home to 
the people this Sunday, Sept. 17. 


On that day — Ecumenical Conference 
Awareness Sunday — the 117 Protestant and 
Catholic member churches will feature the 
conference at their services. 


Msgr. John R. Portman, chairman of the 
Diocesan Ecumenical Commission and the 
conference’s vice-president, said the special 


observance will give Catholics a chance to learn _ 


more about its work. 


ECUMENISM is ‘‘widely misunderstood’’ and 
not really appreciated, he said. Diocesan 
commission members will speak on the con- 
ference at Masses. The talks will continue over 
several months until the 21 Catholic member 
churches and the non-members are visited. 


“Commission members will give the people a 


first-hand report on the conference’s work and 
the whole movement for Christian unity,” said 


Msgr. Portman. 


Aim of the observance “‘is to invite Christians 
to become involved in conference programs, 
aging, 
prisoners, youth, the poor, public- media or 
ecumenism itself,’ said the Rev. Ralph Johnson,

THROUGH CONFERENCE activities, he 
said, ‘‘a major portion of the Christian com- 
munity makes an impact that could not be 


achieved in denominational isolation.”’ 


An example of this takes place Sunday, Oct. 15, 
at First Baptist church, when the conference 
holds a training session for Key ’73, national

The Rev. Melvin Harter, conference executive 
director, said some of the conference’s current 
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Word of God must 
be ‘spoken’ by life, 
not only preaching 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—The Word of God must 
not only be spoken through preaching, but it 
- must be ‘‘spoken just as clearly by the life of the 
Christian community.” 


Father Thomas Barosse, CSC, of Holy Cross 
Novitiate, Bennington, Vt., told the National 
Congress of the Word of God here that human life 
itself is a ‘“‘dialogue’’ with others. He was 
speaking to the 685 participants at the National 
Shrine of the Immaculate Conception during 
their two-day gathering. 


“Tt is indispensable that the Word of the Gospel 
be spoken by the Church through her 
preachers,”’ he said. ‘‘But it is imperative too 
that it be spoken just as clearly by the life of the 
Christian community.”’ 


THE HOLY CROSS priest said ‘‘our life, if it is 
to remain Christian and become more Christian, - 
must be an ongoing dialogue with God. It must go 
on being shaped, corrected, channeled in the 
ways of God . .. by the experience he offers of 
himself and his world.” 


Archbishop Fulton J. Sheen, famed television 
preacher of two decades ago, told the assembled 
priests and bishops: ‘‘People are not listening to 
us because we are often preaching: sociological 
drivel instead of Christ crucified. We have a 
cross-less Christ and a Christ-less cross.” 


A ‘‘eross-less Christ,’’ he explained, ‘‘is the - 
emasculated, weak defense of an economic and 
social Gospel, a Christ that never speaks of 
repentance.” 

THE PRELATE said that China and Russia, 
where ‘‘order, discipline and commitment to a 
common purpose”’ can be found, is an example of 
the ‘‘Christ-less cross.” 

“That is why our preaching fails,” the arch- 
bishop said. “An effeminate Christ who never 
deals with sin but just ‘supports’ our position,” is 
preached. ‘‘We use him rather than he using us.”’

Freking of La Crosse said 
that supporters of a con- 
troversial ‘‘shrine’’ to the 
Virgin Mary at Necedah, 
Wis., are not following his 
direction to close the place. 

The Catholic bishop 
threatened ‘‘personal in- 
terdiction,”’ or denial of the 
sacraments, to individuals 
who promote the shrine. 


Bishop Freking warned a 
group called ‘‘For My God 
and My Country” last May to 
quit. publicizing the shrine 
of 22 years as a place where 
the Virgin Mary allegedly 
appeared before a farm 


woman, Mrs. Mary Van 
Hoof. 

SINCE 1950 thousands of 
people have made 


pilgrimages to the spot. 


“‘Many people are being 
deceived that the revelations 
are from the _ Blessed 
Mother,’ ‘Bishop Freking 
said. ‘‘This is nonsense.”’

‘Modern theologians ignore 
official Church teachings’

UNORTHODOX Catholic doctrine has 
infiltrated the Church’s theology, liturgy 
and catechetics, according to a Franciscan 
priest from Portland, Ore., who holds a 
Doctor of Sacred Theology degree. 


Father Milan Mikulich, pastor of Port- 
land’s St. Brigitta’s church, charged this 
“unorthodox doctrine has deviated much 
from the doctrine given to us by Christ 
through the magisterium (teaching 
authority) of the Church.” 


The priest spoke at Holy Spirit church, 
San Diego, sponsored by St. Michael’s 
chapter of Catholics United for the Faith. 


HE CLAIMED, in an interview, that 
unorthodox doctrine is promoted by 
“modern theologians who are trying to 
make themselves the Church’s magisterium 
by ignoring the official teachings of the 
Church. 


“They are trying to influence our 
catechists and liturgists, both in Europe and 
this country. They don’t have to be named, 
the liberal theologians are known by their 
own writings.” 


Referring to religious texts used in 
Catholic schools and CCD programs, Fa- 
ther Mikulich charged ‘they are defective 
and inadequate for omitting doctrines 
students should learn. 


“SOME OF THE doctrines are presented 
in a confused and ambiguous way so 


_ children and teachers could interpret them 


in their own way, not as teachings of the 
Church.’’ Asked if he was_ referring 
specifically to religious text books used in 
the diocese, Father Mikulich said: 


“I’m not against any specific book, but 
against any religious text that misrepre- 
sents Church doctrine. I’m not advocating a 
return to the old Baltimore Catechism, but 
urge improved methods as long as ortho- 
dox doctrine is presented.” 


NOTING THAT religious texts have 
bishops’ approval, Father Mikulich said this 
is based on theologians’ recommendations. 


“Bishops do not always know first hand 
what they’re approving. They don’t have 
time to read everything. Bishops should 
surround themselves with theologians they 


‘can trust with the Church’s orthodox doc- 


trine.”’ 


Father Mikulich emphasized he was not 
advocating a “‘return” to pre-Vatican II. 
The Second Ecumenical Council, he said, 
did not bring about new doctrines, but ap- 
plied the Church’s doctrines: to modern 
times. - 


“I’M FOR THE teachings of Vatican II,”’ 
he added, ‘‘but according to the mind of the 
Church as shown in its documents and as 
interpreted by the head of the Church and 
not by modern theologians.” 


Father Mikulich said that at the request of 
Archbishop Robert Dwyer of Portland he 
wrote a commentary on the “Basic Doc- 


trines for Catholic Education” adopted by ~ 
the U.S. bishops in Atlanta, Ga.

Also included are the 
related agencies — Office of 
Ethnic Affairs ($12,789) and 
Mexican-Americah Com- 


mission ($10,940), and the 
commission’s San Ber- 
nardino Office ($43,088). 


CATHOLIC. Family Ser- 
vice, also headed by Msgr. 
Doran, received $96,927. 
With a professional staff of 
eight, it provides: 


—family and personal 
counseling (137 new cases 
started so far this year); 


—aid to unwed mothers 
(168 counselled or helped in 
various ways in 1972); 


—emergency financial 
assistance, usually in the 
form of vouchers redeemed 
by CFS and — food donated 
by parishes. 


ALSO UNDER CFS are the 
Pre-Cana and Cana 
programs for the engaged 
and married, usually at- 
tended by more than 1,200 
couples annually, and 
marriage encounters to 
strengthen husband-wife 
relationships. 


Related to CFS is Catholic 
Charities — alloted $54,731 — 
which focuses mainly on 
material and financial help 
to the poor, needy and in 
emergencies. 


Activities of the youth 
department, with a $52,988 


budget, include leadership 
training through Impact (217 
youths and adults so far this 
year). 

THE POPULAR Search 
for a Christian Maturity 
weekends have drawn 500 
youths from San Diego and 
Imperial counties and 280 


from San Bernardino and 


Riverside counties. 

About $43,000 was ear- 
marked for the apostolate to 
the aging, often stressed by 
Bishop Maher as of primary 
concern to the Church. 

Base of services to senior 
citizens is the Cedar Com- 
munity Center, occupying 
the courtyard floor of the 
CCS headquarters, 349 Ce- 
dar St. 

SCORES OF elderly 
people receive various 
services daily — educational 
and recreational programs, 
nutrition aid, counselling 
and transportation. 

In San Bernardino, 
Catholic Social Services, 
headed by Richard Moses, 
provides many of the same 
services as does CCS. Its 
budget this year is $32,700. 

The recently opened, but 
expanding, CCS office in El 
Centro, covering Imperial 
Valley, was alloted $25,544.

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A time to keep

No right to life? 


’ By all means let us decry the dastardly outrages 
committed in the name of Palestinian freedom over 
recent years, culminating in the murder of Israeli 
athletes. And let us congratulate ourselves on our 
“growth” by ceasing that ancient custom of putting 
murderers to death. Yet we are all participants in 
the daily rite of putting children to death before 
they have a chance to speak for themselves. 


The figures coming from the abortion mills of 
California and New York are surely more horrifying 
than anything the Palestinians have yet undertaken. 
For every live 1,000 births in New York City these 
days, there are 517 abortions. In the whole country last 
year we killed a million unborn children and denied 
them the right to live. 


Don’t let us beguile ourselves and salve our con- 
sciences by saying this is happening to fetuses, or 
“growths.” It is happening in many cases with 
children already old enough in their mother’s womb to 
live a separate life before they are given that deadly 
dose of saline solution which effectively kills them. 
Cases are recorded of children being aborted live and 
continuing to live. 


Abortion is like shutting the door to the starving 
masses outside while we feed ourselves to obesity 
inside. But who decides who-should remain outside? 
Aren’t we all playing God? 


Sometimes our barbarism today is not so far 
removed from the kind of destruction humans prac- 
ticed on each other as recorded in the books of Kings. 


Death and justice 


Justice, as we all learned, must be done, but equally 
important, it must be seen to be done. The lengthy 
recess of the U.S. Supreme Court each year and the 
generally overcrowded judicial calendar everywhere 
means that less and less do we see justice done 
because our memories are short. 


The interminable time it takes for cases to reach 
conclusion means that many almost fall into oblivion 
before they reach finality. Perhaps the members of 
the Supreme Court could take something less in the 
way of a vacation — like the rest of us — and help 
move things along faster. 


I cannot believe these men are so overworked that 
they need July, August and September for 
recuperation. Even the Pope, with all his tremendous 
cares, takes a shorter (and working) vacation. 


Odd appointment 


The chairman of a parish council committee for 
publicity called here to find out about getting news 
into the Southern Cross. Then. he’ admitted he had 
never read the paper and did not even know how 
frequently it is published. 


Yet he is in charge of parish publicity. 


Preserve our coast 


I have lived on the East Coast of the United States, 
where access to beaches is very difficult owing to the 
encroachment of private ownership. I have visited 
beaches from the French and Italian Riviera to the 
south of South Africa, where the general public’s in- 
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terest is largely maintained. I have lived in Britain 
where no part of the coast may be reserved or bought 
from the common man. 


Here in California there is danger that access to 
beaches everywhere may become as restricted as it 
is, for instance, in parts of San Clemente, and La Jolla 
or Del Mar, where small apertures in private 
ownership allow very limited access and virtually no 
parking. Therefore Proposition 20, the coastal 
initiative bears close scrutiny. The coast is a public 
resource which should be preserved for the public — 
with suitable access and availability.

But in 
Camden, N.J., across the river, it is another diocese 
and is permitted. 


Camden’s Immaculate Conception Cathedral at- 
tracted Philadelphia churchgoers with an ad in 
Philadelphia newspapers, encouraging them to cross 
the river for Mass. Not to be outdone, the Philadelphia 
archdiocesen weekly ran a story headlined ‘‘If you’re 
thinking of cathedrals why not try Philadelphia?”

Joseph and Azariah 
were beaten . .. and about two thousand Israelites fell that 
day.’ (1 Maccabees 5:56+) 


How different the conduct of the Maccabbee brothers who, 
when confronted by a far superior enemy assembled the 
people “to prepare for battle and to pray and implore mercy 
and compassion.” (1 Maccabees 3:44) How different also was 
the result, ‘The battle was joined and the Gentiles were 
defeated and fled toward the plain.” (1 Maccabees 4:14) 


Jesus put it quite clearly: “Live on in me, as I do in you. 
No more than a branch can bear fruit of itself. apart from 
the vine, can you bear fruit apart from me.”

She was 
speaking, she hastily explained, of 
servants not lovers! 


SOMEONE ELSE complained that 
her husband never called her by name. 
She was so accustomed to iden- 
tification as ‘‘wife,’”’ ‘‘dear,’’ or ‘‘old 
girl,” that on the rare occasion he did 
use her name, she found herself too 
confused to respond.

NEW YORK (RNS) — The. 
Catholic Worker Movement, 
headed by 74-year-old 
Dorothy Day, was ruled a 
“charity” and will not have 
to pay a $296,359 tax bill even 


his name frequently. It is a sign of 
friendship and intimacy. By allowing 
others to use our’own name we admit 
them into a relatively exclusive circle 
of ease and acceptance. 


In some instances, as with employer 
and employee, we tacitly establish a 
specific relationship by our form of 
personal address. The employer 
reaffirms his authoritative position by 
reserving the formal “‘Mr.”’ prefix for 
himself, while addressing his un- 
derlings on a first name basis. 


Businesses which operate on a 
general first name principle usually 
give the impression of looser 
organization or consensus authority. It 
may not work that way in practice, but, 
automatically, attitudes are affected 
and a kind of familiarity evolves. 


ADDRESSING someone by _ his 
““given’’ name is not only an assurance 
that ‘‘I know you. I recognize you for a 
person different from others. I 
remember your name because [| 
remember you. I am impressed 
by you.” 


We are also offering him verification 
of his personality, reflecting an image 
of the kind of person he is. We can only 
know who we are by ‘“‘sounding’’ off 
other people. Without their specific 
identification, how can we be sure they 
are aware of who we are? 


It is interesting that the Jews in the 
Old Testament would not use God’s 
name. For them the word brought the 
presence and no man could stand in 
God’s presence. To speak God’s name 
was to enter into an intimacy which no 
earthbound man could endure. 


NAMES WERE of such significance 
that God himself directed their 
bestowal. ‘‘His name shall be Jesus.”’ 
‘““You shall henceforth be called 
Abraham.’’ ‘‘Your wife shall be 
Sarah.” ‘‘You shall call him John.”’ 


Why did it matter? The word really 
does influence. It really does become 
flesh. So when we meet, whoever we 
are, please call me by my name — so 
that I shall know who I am and that you 
care who I am. e

Question: 


Can you explain the reasons under 
which a priest may refuse to baptize a 
child whose parents were not married 
in the Catholic Church and who are 
‘nominal’ Catholics? 


In June, 1970, the Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith issued certain directives 
regarding the baptism of infants whose 
parents do not actually practice the faith. 

According to the congregation, an infant in 
such a situation may be baptized if the 
parents manifest sufficient guarantees that 
they will raise the child in the faith. 

If they do not do so, there are two alter- 
natives: the child can be enrolled as a 


member of the parish with a view to later 
baptism, or the baptism can be postponed

a pilot project for new communities. 


OTHER PLANNING, in San Diego’s growing 
Mira Mesa area, calls for a United Church of 
Mira Mesa organized by United Presbyterian 
and United Church of Christ groups. 


Another emphasis this year, said Rev. Harter, 
is giving church members a_ better un- 
derstanding of the Eucharist as interpreted by 
Catholic and Protestant denominations. 


In this election year, he continued, the con- 
ference is acting on social issues of concern to 
churches, such as reinstitution of capital punish- 
ment (Proposition 17 on November ballot), 
protection of open spaces and anti-pollution.
